FLOATED. 


Launching of the Crhiser Maine at 
Brooklyn. 


New York, November 18.—The armorod 
cruiser ‘‘Maino’’ was successfully launched at 
12:44 o’clock from the Brooklyn navy yard. 
Fifty thousand people witnessed the launch- 
ing. The day was a ynost propitious one— 
clearand cold,a fresh breeze from the west 
blowing over East river, causing the flags on 
various vessels of the navy that were decked 
in rainbow fashion to Stand out: in all the 
gorgeousness of their varied colors. Every 
detail had been carefully arranged by Captain 
Miller, commander of the yard. 

Eight stands had been erected for spectators 
at most advantageous points in the yard, from 
which the sight was witnessed. Fuily one- 
half of the space was filled with ladies, the 
bright colors of their costumes adding much 
to the scene. 

The secretary of the navy and party arrived 
at the yard at 10:30 o’clock, on the United 
States steamship Dispatch, from Jersey City. 

Rear Admiral Braine, with his staff, re- 
ceived the distinguished gentleman and party 
as they landed and nnd ceo ne them to his 
house. 

At the bow of the Maine a large stand was 
erected that surrounded the bows on both 
sides. From this, on the cruiser’s starboard 
bow, was a smaller one, raised some ten feet 
high. On this stood Miss Alice Wilmer- 
ding, granddaughter of Secretary Tracy, her 

randfather by her side, and surrounded by a 

rilliant staff of naval ofticers. In her hand, 
covered with a gold cap and decked with rib- 
bons, she held a bottle of American-made 
champagne, with Which to christen the steel 
monster as it slid off the ways into the waters 
of the Wallabout. 

At 11:15 o’clock Constructor Wood, with 300 
men, began to wedge up the cradle under the 
ship. Fifteen minutes later, everything was 
in readiness andthe vast multitude waited 
until the tide reached its highest limit, which 
was at 12:45 o’clock. 

At 12:40 o’clock men were set to work 
under the bow of the cruiser sawing in two 
the sole piece that alone held the immense 
mass of steel in place. 

For three minutes they worked, driving 
saws through the great stick of oak. Grad- 
ually the cruiser strained, and at 12:44 
o’clock, slowly—at first almost impercepti- 
bly—she began to move down the well-soaped 
and greased ways, rapidly gaining headway as 
she rushed to the water. Thirteen seconds 
Jater She tloated clear of land. 

Just as she first moved, Miss Wilmerding 
dashed the bottle of champaign against the 
starboard bow, saying: 

‘I christen thee Maine.”’ 

Asthe hull cleared the shiphouse, three 
temporary flag febs were placed in position 
and three American flags thrown to the breeze. 
When the ship entered the water a mighty 
cheer went up from the assembled crowds, 
while tugs and yachts and ten war vessels 
saluted with their bells and whistles. From 
the dock a salute was fired and a number 
of booms fired high in the air from vessels in 
the river, where they exploded with a tremen- 
dous noise. 

Twoofthe navy yard tugs quickly made 
fastfo the Maine, and she was towed to the 
dock and made fast. 

The launch was a most thorough success. 
Everything worked as arranged beforehand, 
and nothing occurred to mar the occassion. 

The Maine will be at once placed in the dry 
dock aud there completed.

THE PEOPLE OF NORTH DAKOTA 
GREATLY EXCITED 


ABOUT THE THREATENED OUTBREAK. 


Settlers Moving to the Towns for Protection. 
United States Troops Under March- 
ing Orders. 


MINNEAPOLIS, November 18.—-A Tribune’ 
Mandan, N. D., special says that every house 
in town is full to overflowing with refugees 
from the country districts. ‘The most intense 
excitement prevailsin the country. Settlers 
are prepared to believe anything about the 
Indians, because of their queer actions lately. 
Several families came in today on foot a dis- 
tance of twenty miles and over, too poor to 
own wagons. In town somewhat less tension 
exists, owihg to the receipt of 300 guns today 
from the state government and 
the fact that a company of 
soldiers will be here tomorrow -morning from 
Fort Totten. Tonight there are 200 Indians in 
town armed, but the citizens are armed, too, 
and patrols will be out, and the people will 
sleep with their clothes on. A date will be 
fixed by a committee of citizens, and Indian 
agents will be notified that after that date any 
Indian found in this county without a pass 
from the agent wili ~ 

BE KILLED ON SIGHT. 
The population is thoroughly roused, and al- 
though conservative men are doing their best 
to quiet the angry populace, there is every 
reason to believe that unless the government 
takes immediate steps to increase the force of 
soldiers here and at Fort Lincoln every Indian 
coming into the country will be killed. 

TROOPS ON THE MARCH. 

OMAHA, Neb., November 18.—Orders were 
issued, at 9 o’clock this morning, to companies 
A, B, C and D, of the Second United States 
Infantry, at Fort Omaha, to prepare for march- 
ing at once, while the other four companies 
were notified to be ready to move on short 
notice. The first named companies lef: for 
Pine Ridge agency at 4 o’clock this 
afternoon, with a fuil complement of 
mules and wagons. and will be provided 
with rations for fifteen days. The marching 
column will be in command of Major Butler. 
The troops fat Fort McKinney will also be 
ordered out and leave in the morning for 
Douglas, Wyo., at 12:50 o’clock a. m., with 
Colonel Guy V. Henry in command. The 
march is about 125 miles. ‘Troops at Forts 
Niobrara and Robinson, which are not far 
from the scene of the difliculty will march to- 
morrow.

TWO YOUTHFUL MURDERERS. 


Their Sentences are Commuted by the 
Governor. / 

Cotumsria, 8. C., November e— Tepertal} 
The governor today commuted the sentence o 
two little negro murderers, who developed at 
& very early age the most depraved and fiendish 
dispositions. They are Marion and Sim Nance, 
brothers, aged ten and fourteen years respect- 
ively. The murder for which hey were con- 
victed and sentenced to be hanged, was com- 
mitted six months ago upon the body of their 
stepfather. He, itis alleged, made the boys 
work hard and whipped§ them often] for the 
neglect of certain duties. They became tired 
of this, and it is said that their mother 
suggested to them the advisability of executing 
her husband, One Stunday morning the 
mother went to church and left her children 
and husband at home. Whentheir stepfather 
was leaning over the fire, in the act of putting 
on a cabbage for dinner, Sam stole up behind 
and struck him in the head with the blade of 
ahatchet. Theold man fell to the floor and 
rolled into the yard. Sam immediately fell 
upon him with an ax, and finished his murder- 
ous work, but Marion, the ten-year-old boy, 
wished to have a part in the affair, and he 
continued to attack the dead body with an ax. 

Sam then got out their mule and harnessed 
him. Both boys assisted in hitching the muie 
to the feet of the murdered man. He was 
hauled about 200 yards from the house, put in 
& ditch and covered with brush. 

The testimony of the boys was that their 
mother was on bad terms with her husband. 
She had told them that he treated them badly, 
and that if they killed him when she was at 
church she would stand between thein and all

THE IRISH PARTY’S ANSWER TO THE 
SUGGESTION 


THAT PARNELL TAKE A BACK SEAT 


On Account of the Verdict in the O’Shea 
Divoree Case—But the Nationalists Will 
Not Listen to Such Talk. 


Dustin, November 18.—A meeting of the 
National League was held in this city today. 

Edmund Leamy,member of}the/house of com- 
mons for South Sligo,presided. Leamy madean 
address in which, referring to reports of the 
withdrawal of Mr. Parnell from the leadership 
of the nationalist party, he said that Mr. Par- 
nell was the chosen leader of the party and 
that the party would stand by him while (he 
stood by them. He would lead the party /in 
combat in parliament during the coming s¢s- 
sion, and the Irish people would be more than 


ever devoted to him. 

John Redmond, member of the house 
of commons for North Wexford, ridiculed 
the idea of Mr.. Parnell, being prejudiced 
in politics by the verdict in_the O’Shea case, 
His coileagues, he said, were bound to him by 
unfailing loyalty. Never in the career of the 
nationalists were members of the party more 
determined to stand by Mr. Parnell. Mr. 
Redmond’s remarks were greeted with cheers. 
Joseph Kenny, member of the’ house of com- 
mons for South Cork, and other leaders spoke 
in @ Similar strain. 

The Freemans’ Journall commenting upon 
the outcome of the O’Shea divorce case and

Born on the Fourth of July, her mother a 
direct descendent of the celebrated Thatcher 
preachers, one of whom was the first of the 
Old South church in Boston, her father a vice 
president of the first temperance society 
started in America, a man of fervent«eeligious 
convictions and intense patriotism. Mrs. 
Mary H. Hunt, patriotic asthe day on which 
she was born, was well started at birth for the 
platform orator, achieving temperance worker 
and reformer that she has since become. 

A childhood spent largely in the open air of 
a Connecticut town supplemented a naturally 
strong constitution in providing the physical 
stamina needed for the exhaustive campaigns 
and the pressure of the continuous demands 
and multiplied emergencies of the movement 
she has inaugurated and led, until, with the 
aid of the brave white ribboners, who have 
worked and prayed and sacrificed by her side, 
twenty-nine state legislatares in this country, 


and the national congress, have 
passed laws requiring the study of sci- 
entific temperance to taught in 


the public schools under their respective con- 
trol. And not only this, but the movement 
has spread to foreign lands. 

Text books on ‘this topic, prepared under 
Mrs. Hunt’s direction, have been translated 
into the languages and introduced into the 
schools of Japanand the Sandwich Islands. 
The same has been recommended for Siam 
by its minister of education, and is 
under way in India, the land of 
more inhabitants than Cesar ever ruled. 
The study has been made compuisory in the 
Dominion of Canada and in parts of Australia; 
itis being introduced into mission schools in 
Turkey, China, Bulgaria, South Africa and 
the Danish West Indies, and is being taken up 
by teachers and advocated by philanthropists 
in England, France and other countries of 
Europe. 

The phenomenal success of this movement 
has been very largely due to Mrs. Hunt’s pe- 
culiar qualifications for its leadership. In ad- 
dition to the careful training in a Christian 
home of refinement she was sent to one of the 
leading educational institutions of the east, 
where she received a thorough course in men- 
tal and the physical sciences, and after yradu- 
ation remained as professor of the latter until 
her marriage. During the following years de- 
voted to family duties Mrs. Hunt still found 
time to keep up her scientific reading. : 

It was while aiding her son in some chem- 
ical experiments that Mrs. Hunt’s attention 
was first calied to the nature of alcohol, and 
as she investigated further she became con- 
vinced that the temperance reform could not 
succeed until the prevailing popular fallacies 
concerning the supposed virtues of alcohol 


- were corrected, anda knowledge of its real 


nature implanted before appetite was formed. 
The medium for the rapid promulgation of 
this knowledge she saw was the public 
school, the motive must be the power of the 
law. She carried her plan to the Woman’s 
Christian Temperance Union, and in 1880. was 
made superintendent of a national depart- 
ment, created for putting it into action, and in 
1888 international superintendent for the 
world’s Woman’s Christian Temperance 
Union. 

With the judgment that has characterized 
all her work, Mrs. Hunt saw from the first 
that no flights of oratory,no ge®iéral and “aim- 
less agitation, eould accomplisl} the giant task 
of engraftinga new study upon the school 
system ofanation. She, therefore, began a 
thorough study of the government of the coun- 
try and of how to change oradd to its laws. 

It was this, together with her early meta- 
physical training and unquestionable natural 
ability for meeting and answering objections 
that made her a master of legislative cam- 
paigns and brought victory out of every one 
she undertook to conduct. Beginning with 
Vermont, state after state and the national 
congress fell into line until now only ten 
states remain that have not enacted some 
forin of temperance education laws. 

Following immediately the beginning of the 
legislative stage of the work was that of the 
preparation of manuals of instruction for teach- 
ing the subject, none of which were in exist- 
ence when the first laws wereenacted. For the 
superintendence of this work, the details of 


which would read like a romance, Mrs. Hunt de-' 


rived qualification from her scientific training, 


which taught her the insecurity of seeking to 


establish a point on the results of imperfect 
investigation. Hence, where some would 
have read superficially, concluded hastily and 
dogmatized on disputed points, she left no 
point uninvestigated, ventured no unsustained 
statement,and hence provided no occasion for 
retraction. By herand under her direction 
the school literature @n this subject for the 
world has been prepared, and every effort to 
prove it inaccurate hae been futile. 

The Journal of Education says of her: “The 
greatest statesmen of our country in state and 
national legislatures have enacted into laws the 
proposed statutes that she wrote. Our great men 
of science have paid tribute toherlearning by 
submitting their books on her topic to her re- 
vision, and are gladly’accepting her amenda- 
tions and eagerly seeking for them her en- 
dorsement. And withal, this unique woman 
is thoroughly a lady, refined and womanly in 
her manner, and, although commanding in 
presence, has a face in which the home virtues 


sit enshrined.’’

rowed daily across the Rappahannock to recite in 
the same seminary the lessons conned overnight, 
under the mother’s eye. “Sweet Molly Ball,” as 


an early admirer calls her—at sixteen 
the “comeliest ‘maiden’ in the coun- 
try-side, ‘‘with hair like unto flax, 


and cheeks like May blossoms,’’—was, when her 
boy attended the Fredericksburg academy, 4 
widow forty years old. Her husband died when 
she was thirty-seven, leaving her with six chil- 
dren to bring up, George, her eldest sun, being in 
his twelfth year. 

Thirty-five years thereafter, he testified—‘‘My 
mother made me. All that I have, andall Iam I 
Owe to her.” 

Says her eloquent biographer—“Mary Washing- 
ton gave her first son that magnificent physical 
form ; that self-poised mental force; that power 
to command; that calin dignity and gentle grace 
which,.robed the uncrowned king of America with 
a mien perhaps unequaled in any Character the 
world has ever seen.’ 

This being true, what does America owe to the 
representative mother whose molding hand gave 
a father to an orphaned country? 

With this question in my mindI saw the sim- 
ple story-and-a-half ‘cottage in which she lived 
during the last years of her life, and in which she 
died, August 25, 1789, to use her own words, 
“trusting in God that she was somewhat pre- 
prepare for a better worid.””

I brought away a photograph of the scene in my 
heart and brain, and in my soul the resolve that 1f

(1885) asin Atlanta she lacked but four of the 
entire vote. She has served the society fif- 
teen years, either as corresponding secretary 
or president, always without salary, until

THE GRANGE. 


Today Will Close the Work of the Body— 
VYesterday’s Session. 
Today will close the session of the National 


G range. 
It will be an important session. The ad- 
dress of the executive committee will be is- 
sued and several important resolutions will be 
acted upon. 

At the morning session of the convention 
yesterday an interesting communication from 
Mr. William Saunders, past master of the 
National Grange, was read. 

The executive committee’s repert was taken 
up and discussed, but consideration was not 
completed. The report, which contains some 
very interesting features, will be passed today. 

A letter from the editor of The American 
Agriculturalist was reported back from the 
committee, recommending that the delegates 
requested to be sent to a conference of 
farmers’ organizations be not sent, was 


adopted. 

It was also agreed not to send delegates to 
the National Alliance and Farmers’ Industrial 
Union, which was represented by President 
Polk. 

A resolution favoring woman’s suffrage was 
referred to the state granges. 

Resolutions were advupted favoring pure 
food and the Conger lard bill by unanimous 
votes. 

A resolution to adjourn sine die some time 
today was adopted. 

AFTERNOON SESSION. 

The various committees reported a large 
number of resolutions, among them resolu- 
tions relating to food adulterations, asking for 
a graduated income tax, endorsing action of 
legislative committee, etc. 

Ir. Ava E. Page, of Page, Mo., from 
the committee on agriculture, submitted a 
most excellent report, ——— the power of 
intelligent labor with that of uneducated 


abor. 
WeMr. Page dealt largely in statistics, and 
showed conclusively the needs of agriculture. 
It was a carefully-drawn paper, and one well 
worthy of perusal. He shows conclusively 
that the farmer has failed to receive his just 
share of the profits of his toil, and shows the 
difference between the result of the 
labor of the farmer and the financier. 
He states that if Adam had commenced 
and labored from creation until today at $1 
and laid it all by, he would have saved only a 
little over $2,000,000, while if he had invested 
$1 at 5 pér cent interest and compounded it, 
the result would in this time have reached a 
sum equal to the purchase of the world, “‘recip- 
rocity and free trade included.” , 

He compared the ease with which corpora- 
tions made money with the labor of the farmer, 
and showed the iniquities of grants to corpora- 
sions and of watered stock. He told how the 
farmer had to pay the interest on watered 
stock. Next he showed the protection to the 
manufacturing classes, and spoke of the or- 
ganizations of all classes, and advised farmers 
to profit by the examples of other classes. 

The discussion at the night session of the 
question under discussion when the grange 
adjourned, was postponed until 10 o’clock 
this morninge A question of change in the 
ritual was next discussed and disagreed to. 

The assembly of Dewiter met, with Worthy 
High Priest Leonard Rhone presiding. The 
secret work of e proposed juvenile granges 
was received Yrom the National Grange and 
adopted, after which the assembly adjourned 
and the National Grange reassembled.

WHAT “ESQUIRE” MEANT. 
Meaningless Term That Was Born in 
Chivalric Times. 

What is an esquire nowadays? asks The 
London Telegraph. We all know the deriva- 
tion of the wend and the significance attached 
toitin the old chivalric times, wheh the 
“ecuyer,”’ a youth of gentle birth and a can- 
didate for the spurs and chain of knighthood, 
was attached to the personal service of a 
dubbed knight, whose colors he wore, whose 
shield he bore, whose charger, arms and ac- 
coutrements were his peculiar care. 

To attain knightly rank it was not only 
necessary to be ‘‘born’’ in the German sense, 
but to have been carefully.trained in all war- 
like and social exercises, and to have passed 
through two preparatory stages of chivalric 
instruction—that is to say, pagehood and 
squirehood. 

By the time his term of novitiate had been 
completed he was qualified, at the age of nine- 
teen or twenty, to fill up any vacancy that 
death or promotion to knighthood might create 
among his master’s esquires, in which capacity 
it Was Customary that he should serve for sev- 
eral years; indeed, until some conspicuous feat 
of valour of his own, or special recommendation 
on the part of his chief, brought him immedi- 
ately under the notice of a royal prince. 

The advancement of a young gentleman to 
the rank of esquire in the household of a 
great wobleman or wealthy territorial magnate 
was not infrequezitlv accompanied by a grant 
of land, whence, probably, in later times, the 
squlrearchy came to be identified in common 
parlance andin the popular mind with the 
landowning interest of this country. 

Still later, when stfil existing tables of pre- 
cedence wero first formulated, the title of 
esquire was recognized as the birthright of 
men born in certain stations of life, and asa 
dignity appertaining to a large number of 
official and professional positions—conse- 
quently acquirable by persons of plebeian 
origin, whose talents and industry had en- 
abled them to surmount the social barriers 
separating them from gentlefolk by birth. 

The term “gentleman by act of parliament”’ 
came into usage, and the rank implied by that 
term carried with it the courtesy title of 
“esquire,’’ as, for instance, in the 
case of the menWers of the house of 
commons, barristers, attorneys at law, ¢ivil 
servants of a certain standing, holders of uni- 
versity degrees, physicians, and others too nu- 
merous to particularize in this place. :

When an author produces as many as ten 
volumes people regard him as a hard worker. 
When he runs up to twenty volumes he is 
called a prolific writer. If he goes beyond 
that limit his output is considered something 
phenomenal. : 

And yet the average newspaper man beats 
this record easily, and thinks nothing of it. 
Somebody, who has been working on a news- 
paper seventeen years, figures it out that he 
has turned in an average of a column and a 
half a day, or more than 13,000,000 words 
eoncerning every imaginable subject of public 
interest. In book form this would make a 
library of eighty-eight volumes of 500 pages 
each, with 500 words to the page. But 
fagny & newspaper nan has been in active 
service twice seventeen years, in which case 
his work would make at least 176 volumes 
of the ordinary size. 

It may be objected that thisis not litera- 
-yare. Some of it is, and some of it is what 
me city editor calls ‘‘stuff.’’ But the same 
may be said of much of the so-called literary 
matter ofthe day.

The Aggravations of Literature. 

Occasionally a new idea comes to the 
surface that “is worth thinking about and 
discussing. We have heard a great deal, 
first and last, about the hard hearts and 
hard heads of magazine editors and other 
persons who are called on to read the tons 
of literary matter that are written and 
offered for publication. A person who is 
ordinarily polite and modest has no hesita- 
tion, when it comes_to literary matters, to 
sending large rolls of manuscript to a news- 
paper or a magazine with the request that 
‘the editors drop everything else and proceed 
to discover the beauties therein hidden. He 
is of the opinion that he has in some way 
conferred a favor on the editors. This is 
not so bad, but if his manuscript goes back 
to him he at once concludes that the editors 
are either in league against genius or that 
they never read his poem, sketch or novel, 

A magazine editor, in a recent conversa- 
tion with a writer on The New York 
Tribune, touches on this matter and deals 
with it in a serious and common-sense way. 
He declares what every one knows to be 
true, that editors read every manuscript suf- 
ficiently to know what its quality is, whether 
it requires the reading of one or a hundred 
pages. Then he asks: ‘‘Do aspiring writers 
ever ask themselves what right they have to 
impose such a burden on defenseless ed- 
itors?’”? ‘He says that if he could have his 
own way he would insist on charging an 
entrance fee for every manuscript—so much 
per thousand words. This, he thinks, would 
tend appreciably to lessen the labors of ed- 
itors, who get no syimpathy, while a good 
deal is wasted on literary aspirants. 

This brings up the queer attitude of a 
large part of the public toward literary 
effort. According to the popular view, 
literature is the one profession or calling in 
which no training or previous experience is 
needed. All that is necessary toward the 
production of a book or a story are pen, ink 
and paper. In all other business and pro- 
fessions, some training and experience are 
deemed necessary to even reasonable suc- 
cess; but it is not so in the profession of 
letters. Here the ‘‘fine frenzy’’ and the 
‘sudden inspiration’’ take the place of 
honest and conscientious work, and the re- 
sult is cartloads of the most wretched stuff, 
through which editors have to grope their 
way in order to get at that which is reason- 
ably good. 

The trouble is not altogether’ with the 
magazine and newspaper editors. The per- 
son who has chanced to get aa article into 
the magazines, or who has printed a book, 
straightway finds himself besieged by a 
great army of aspirants who insist on send- 
ing him their manuscripts, and who beg him 
to write notes of endorsement. to the editors. 
The irritation caused. by the efforts of the 
harmless lunatics who want autographs is a 
blessing by the side of ambitious writers 
who want their manuscripts read. 

The time is ripe for reform. Who is the 
reformer? What is his name? Where will 
he come from? Will he use a shotgun,

GOSSIP OF THE DAY. 


The closeness of the contest makes the vic- 
tory that much the greater. Yesterday must 
have been the proudest day of Senator Gor- 
don’s life. 

Such a demonstration! The people went into 
a wild delirium of joy and enthusiasm. The 
town was a mass of great hunks and chunks of 
uncut and unpolished enthusiasm—a bedlam 
of crimson-hued joy. The sun went down as 
usual but the light was not shut off. The 
earth—or that part of it we saw—was illumi- 
nated to brilliancy with the incandescent glow 
of jollification. 

Men hugged one another in their enthu- 
siasm. They tore their hats and coats into 
fragments and hurled them over their heads in 
the delirium of the hour. And the women, 
too! The gathering fleecy clouds of joy burst 
forth into torrents of exultation. At the capi- 
tol they gathered the victor to themselves and 
hugged and kissed him totheir heart’s content. 

Then, as the crowd hauled the victor 
through the streets upon the caisson of the old 
cannon, which had before spoken victory for 
him in a glorious battle, the women, not con- 
tent with merely the waving of handkerchiefs, 
gathered their hats from their heads and 
threw them to the hero of the occasion. 

Such scenes were never seen before and will 
never be equaled again. 


Already the effect of the election of General 
Gordon to the senate upon the alliance is being 
discussed. 

Claims were made last night that it means 
the disruption of the alliance of the state asa 
political organization. On the other hand al- 
liancemen—both Gordon and anti—say it 
means nothing of thekind. They say that the 
alliance was divided on the question of elect- 
ing General Gordon; that many claimed he 
was an allianceman at heart and they 
agreed that every man shonld vote as he saw 
fit.

We have our principles 
mapped out, and we shall stand together for 
them.” 


Another question was freely discussed last 
night. It was what effect the election of 
General Gordon will have upon the senatorial 
contests in Alabama, South Carolina, and 
North Carolina? 

In these three states the alliance is already 
making a contest to elect asenator. In Ala- 
bama the fight is on. There are four candi- 
dates—Colonel Kolb, who was the alli- 
ance candidate for governor; ex-Governor 
Seay ; ex-Governor Watts, who was 
confederate attorney general, and Sena- 
tor, Pugh, who is a _ candidate for 
re-election. The alliance is making a hot 
fight for Kolb and if the members hold to- 
gether he may be elected. On the other 
hand, Senator Pugh has made an able senator 
and his friends claim he will be elected. 
Governor Seay’s friends likewise claim he 
will Knock the persimmon. 

The question now is, will the Georgia elec- 
tion have any affect upon the Alabama elec- 
tion? 


In South Carolina the awliance has not yet 
brought out a candidate against Senator 
Hampton, but that will only bea matter of 
time. Governor-elect Ben Tillman is already 
freely mentioned for the place. The alliance 
controls the legislature. Senator Wade 
Hampton occupies in South Carolina a 
position exactly similar to that which General 
Gordon occupies in Georgia. His campaign 
will be on the same line, with the same issues, 
Will the result be the same? is the question 
now being discussed everywhere. The eye of 
of the country has been on Georgia. It will 
now be upon Softth Carolina. 

In North Carolina the alliance also controls 
the legislature. A successor to’ Senator Zeb 
Vance is tobe elected. Vance wants to go 
back, and he’s a power in North Carolina—the 
most popular man with the people in the 
state. Colonel L. L. Polk, the president of 
the national alliance, is a North Carolinian. 
He has been prominently mentioned as a can- 
didate for the senate, but so far nothing has 
come from him on the subject. The alliance 
might run him, and then they might not. The 
chances, however, seom to favor an alliance 
candidate being in the field. If so here will 
be another fight on the order of the Georgia 
one. 


Then there is another. But it is different 
from these. Itis the Kansas situation, The 
people’s ticket, or the alliance, controls the 
legislature. Senator Ingalls wants re-election. 
The alliance opposes him. In brief, this is the 
situation: 

The whole country is interested in this fight. 
Senator Ingalls is, perhaps, the finest orator, 
and, certainly, one of the ablest men in the re- 
publican party. His defeat means a loss to 
the United States senate of its 
most picturesque figure and greatest attraction 
When he is announced to speak, the galleries 
are always filled. It means a rare treat of 
some description. He makes news, and isa 
friend of all newspaper writers, consequently 
few correspondents would relish his defeat. 
Persorally he is one of the most pepular men 
in congress. His friends number as many 
among democrats as republicans. Indeed, 
some of his warmest friends are southern sen- 
ators. As a presiding officer none could be 
fairer. 

Senator Ingalls is said to be very strong in 
Kansas, and although the alliance is, as a 
body, opposing him, he and his friends are 
working vigorously, and they claim success- 
fully. 

This situation is in the order of the others. 
But the result means more, both tothe demo- 
cratic party and to the alliance.

In the House. 

When the house was first called to order 
yesterday morning quito a lively little discus- 
sion arose over a motion to reconsider the reso- 
lution of the day before fixing the hour of 12 
o'clock for the election of a United States sen- 
ator. 

The motion was made by Mr. Twitty, of 
Jackson, and he urged that the election take 
place at 11 o’clock, for the reason that the 
senate was to haveits election at that hour, 
and it would be advisable for both houses to 
act at the same time. 

Mr. Atkinson, of Coweta, opposed the mo- 
tion to reconsider, and after speeches by 
several members in opposition toit, the motion 
was voted down overwhelmingly, and the 
house went on with its routine work. | 

Meantime, the galleries and lobbies were 
fast filling up with great throngs of visitors. 
By 11o’clock the noise of conversation that 
arose from floor to gallery was so deafening that 
the business of the house could scarcely pro- 
coed. 

Speaker Howell was kept constantly ham- 
mering for silence, and it was with much diffi- 
culty that the clerks managed to pull through 
their arduous task of reading bills and sub- 
mitting them to the house for consideration. 

THE HOUR OF NOON. 

But when the hour of 12 arrived a solemn 
spell of quietude settled over the great 
crowds. 

The hour of battle was at hand. 

Speaker Howell stated that the time was 
come for the house to take up the election of a 
United States senator. He asked that both 
members and guests in the house should aid 
in keeping order while the election pro- 
ceeded. 

Clerk Mark Hardin read the resolution call- 
ing the elegtion at12 o’clock, and then read 
the law governing the manner of ballottifig. 

It stated that no laudatory speech should 
be usedin nominating a candidate, and no 
disparaging speech would be allowed to be 
uttered against any candidate. 

The speaker annouuced that nominations 
were in order. 

NOMINATING THE SENATORS. 

Mr. Reid, of Putnam, in a brief speech, 
nominated General John B. Gordon: 

Mr. Reid said: 

Asa representative of my people, a large ma- 
jority of whom are farmers and members of that 
noble order, the Farmers’ Alliance and Industrial 
Union, and feeling that I represent them, I, asa 
legislator and an allianceman, place in nomlna- 
tion aman whom these people love, who has been 
trie toevery trust bestowed upon him, and who 
has been nearer than any other tothe -class I 
represent. I place in nomination for senator to 
represent this noble state of Georgia in the 
United States congress General John B. Gordon. 

The nomination was received with tumul- 
tuous applause. 

It was seconded by Messrs. Clay, Calvin, 
Smith, of Greene; Swain, Leslie, Oattis, 
Ryals, Lark, Crawford, Goodwin, Martin, 
Seay and Payne. Mr. Berner, of Monroe, 
also seconded the nomination with an eloquent 
appeal in General Gordon’s behalf. 

Several members rose to-a point of order, 
claiming that Mr. Berner transgressed the 
law in his laudatory speech, but were hissed 
by the crowds in the gallery. 

Mr. Kemp, of Emanuel, nominated Hon. T. 
M. Norwood, and Mr. Chapman, of Hancock, 
Mr. Strickland, of Bryan, and other3 quickly 
seconded the nomination followed by great 
cheering. 

Through the galleries the cries, ‘‘Hurrah for 
Gordon,”’ still resounded-when Mr. Hartridge, 
of Chatham, arose and sai: 

“Mr. Speaker: I sincerely trust that I do 
not in the slightest way insult the good peop) 
of Atlanta, when I second the nominatior of 
Hon. T. M. Norwood.’”’ [Laughter and ap- 
plause among the anti-Gordon men of the 
house. } 

Then Mr. Sibley, of Cobb, gained the floor 
and said; ‘‘Mr. Speaker: As a representa- 
tive of the living principles of 
the new south, I nominate for United 
States senator from Georgia Hon. Patrick 
Calhoun.” [Applause, with some evidences of 
disapproval. } 

The nomination received many seconds, 
among whom were Messrs. Baldwin, Bennett, 
of Wilcox; Cooper, Craigo, Lumsden and 
others. 

Mr. Chappell, of Laurens, nominated, as he 
said in the outset, without any laudatory 
words, Hon. J. K. Hines, which was seconded 
by Mr. Hogan, of Lincoln, and others. 

Hon. N. J. Hammond’s name was placed in 
nomination by Mr. Huff, of Bibb, and it was 
seconded by Mr. Etheridge and Mr. Phillips.

On the fioor of the house the scene was 
equally demoralizing. Senators and 
representatives stood upon their desks- 
and threw their hats high in the air, shouting 
like triumphant Indians in their war dance. 

Gordon was the toast, and the name brought 
shouts on all sides. 

A crowd surrounded Speaker Howell and 
begged him to change his vote, which he 
had refused to do so long as it would 
bear upon the turn of the election. 

‘At this juncture, Governor Gordon’s elec- 
tion having been assured by the changes 
which had been announced, Speaker Howell 
called Mr. Goodwin, of Fulton, to the chair, 
and said: 

‘‘Mr. Speaker: I will be frank in the state- 
ment I will make, for I would not dereive the 
house nor my constituents. For reasons which 
I\thought satisfactory, I did not vote for Gov- 
ernor Gordon. After the first change had 
been made, my vote, had itt been changed, 
would have elected him.

This made Gordon’s vote 95. The other can- 
didates. have: Norwood, 38; Calhoun, 19; 
Hines, 10, and Hammond, 7. >» 

For a quarter of an hour the din of &pplause 
was deafening. Cannons were fired with 
rapid and thundering succession on the out- 
side and the whole city seemed to gather all 
at once around the statehouse. 

The house adjourned. 

Gordon Comes. 

General Gordon soon appeared in the hall 
and the applause increased and lasted until he 
was escorted to$he speaker’s stand. 

He spoke as follows: 

If this shall prove the hour of Georgia’s tri- 
umph, it will be mine, otherwise, I should wish to 
call upon my head this hour the vengeance of the 
Almighty, who presides over your destinies. [Ap- 
plause.} Ingratitude of the highest order and of 
the basest character would mark the 
future of any man, who would not consecrate to 
such a people every impulse of his heart and every 
tnrob of his bosom. Whatever else has triumphed 
truth has triumphed, and I predict without any 
emotion that is egotistic in its character that 
within less than sixty days- from this there will 
not be found an anti-Gordon allianceman in this 
state. 

God bless you, my countrymen. All that I have, 
all that I hope to be is consecrated to this, and to 
God, to yourselves and to Georgia. [Great ap- 
plause.|} 

Mr. Hoke Smith was called for, and spoke 
with much enthusiasm over the victory of 
General Gordon. He said that Georgians had

The boys were in their new uniforms, and 
their suits of gray and red made the picture on 
the bridge an inspiring one. The firing shook 
the whole city. 

Company B, of the Confedrate Veterans, as- 
sembled at their armory on Decatur street and 
fired forty rounds of blank cartridges by way 
of expressing their sentiments, 

A bonfire on Marietta street, near the post- 
oftice, lit the scene. 

Transparencies bearing such mottoes as 
“Long Live John B. Gordon’’ caught the eye 
jon every side and played their partin the in- 

piring midnight scenes. 

Some amusing scenes. were to be found in 
the confusion of the crowded streets. Now 
and then a horse would -gallop by with a hugo 
cow bell dangling from its ‘neck. Buglers 
would sound the battle call and the old rebels 
would take off their slouched ‘hats and cheer 
its familiar greeting. 


The Procession and the Salvationists. 


A screeching, howling mob of 150 young men 
and boys armed with ludicrous transparencies, 
torchlights, tin horns and lusty lungs, were 
marching in go-as-you-please fashion up South 
Broad street at 7:30 o’clock last evening, 

They had just cleared the bridge and were en- 
joying themselves to the utmost when in the dis- 
tance they spied the Salvation army and band, 
ten strong, coming toward them. 

With an Iroquois war-whoop the leaders 
marshaled their forces to resist the coming 
onset. 

Judging by the first movement they evidently 
intended crowding the Salvationists off the 


street, bat the firm attitude of the soldiers 
overawed them and they allowed them to pass. 
Just as the rear guard of the gang was 


former suddenly wheeled and fell in behind 
“Happy Mary” and “Shouting Joe,” who 
were last, and the rest followed their leaders 
like a herd of mules. A squad of four boys 
with torches was detailed to march ahead of 
the army and light the way for them. 

In this manner they marched to the corner 
of Broad and Marietta, where all 
came to a stop. Here the army was surrounded 
by the yelling mob. The shouting and 
singing of the army, the beating of the drum, 
the yelling of the boys and the boom of the 
guts, the whole rendered picturesque by the 
incessant flashing of pyrotechnics and the glare 
of the torches, conspired to make a scene that 
approached nearer to pandemonium than any- 
thing our busy city has witnessed for years. 

Nothing that could be construed as violence 
was offered the salvationists. A portion of 
the procession continued its march down 
Broad street, while the remainder dispersed 
to various parts of the city to shout and cele- 
brate.

Ingalls as an Editor. 
From The New York Press. 

I hear jthat Senator Ingalls, of Kansas, holds 
an offer to come to New York inan editorial ca- 
pacity on a publication that would bring him into 
direct competition with George William Curtis. 
The two men are antagonistic in nearly all their 
views about public policy. Their modesof ex- 
pression are distinctly different, but each has ele- 
ments of genius which the other does not possess, 


and there is plenty of room for both in the same 
general field of literary work. The salary proposed 
to Senator Ingalls, 1 am told, is $15,000 a year. It 
would be a comparatively large salary, because all 
his time would not be required, and he could de- 
vote himself to considerable other literary work.

A large volume of business at the stock exchange 

which was so marked yesterday made further 

progress today and returning dullness indicating 

that no material demand for stock existed induced 

more selling by bears, and the tone of the market 

was weaker than it has been since Saturday morn- 

ing, resulting in many marked losses f@r the day. 

The monetary situation was one of the most in- 

tiuential factors in restricting buying and while 

money was much easier during the latter portion 
of the day its scarcity in the forenoon told severely 
against prices.

Asthe money received from the 
United States was understood to Be donated 
for the benefit of all citizens of the state with- 
gut regard to color, and as the policy of this 
“gate was opposed to co-education of the races, 
in 1874 the legislature passed an act appro- 
priating out of the treasury of the state $5,000 
per annuin to the Atlanta university for the 
edecation of colored students, and in lieu of 
any claim that the colored people might have 
upon the landscript fund. 
In 1887 it appeared that the Atlanta uni- 
yersity admitted a small number of white

The Society Takes a New Lease of Life and 
the Outlook for Success is Brilliant. 
The New Officers. 


The Atlanta Humane Society met at 4 
o’clock yesterday afternoon in the parlors of 
the Young Men’s Library Association, with 
full attendance and several Woman’s Chris- 
' tian Temperance Union visitors present. 

Mrs. Lovell, of Philadelphia, a member of 
the Pennsylvania Humane Society, addressed 
the gathering for several minutes upon 
methods of work. 

She thought that a lack of funds should 
never causé the society to show the white 
feather, as there were always charitable, 
public-spirited people ready to lend a helping 
hand, both financially and otherwise. The 
ladies, in pacticular, were excellent collectors 
of money and solicitors of help for the noble 
cause. 

She advocated the erection of drinking 
fountains for animals at the most convenient 
points throughout the city. The man 
who was too lazy to get down 
off his wagon to give his 
horse a pail of water, would make no ado 
about driving up to one of these fountains 
and allowing the animal to drink his fill. 

Mrs, Lovell also thought that the establish- 
ment of bands of mercy in the Sunday and 
secular schools in the city would accomplish 
much good in the way of prevention of cruelty 

TRACE MARK. to children and animals. She suggested that 
Quality First and Always, the practice of awarding medals for any 
PE Ean keeay special act of mercy might prove an incentive 
to emulation in striving to do good work. 

Mrs. Lovell urged the society to secure the 
co-operation of the clergy, occasional sermons 
from whom upon the subject would exert a 
mighty influence. 

Mrs. Mills, of Boston, a delegate to the 
woman’s temperance convention, has, since 
her advent in the city, about a week ago, dis- 
tributed 500 copies of a book entitled ‘Black 
Beauty,’ among the ear-drivers and livery 
stable keepers in the city. It is a very 
graphic story, in which a horse relates a. 
tale of cruelty suffered at the hands of his 
master, who cripples him with the cruel check 
rein, compels him to eat bad food and keeps 
himinadamp stall. The story, the author of 
which is A. Sewell, cannot but have a good 
effect.

T. W. Birney was selected as chairman with 
J.S. Panchen and W. M. Haynes as asso- 
ciates. 

On motion it was unanimously decided to 
place complaint books at four conspicuous 
pointsin the city. The Elkin-Watson drug 
store was selected asthe central point. The 
public are asked to co-operate as far as possible 
in this movement by-entering upon one of 
these books all cases of cruelty to children or 
animals of which they may become cognizant. 
Application blanks for membership in the 
society may also be left with the pro- 
prietors of the stores in which these books are 
placed. 

The Woman's Christian Temperarice Union 
has established humane society work as a 
branch of its field of labor. : 

Miss Willard has spoken as follows to the 
vast army engaged in this work: ‘I look 
upon your mission as a sacred one, not second 
to any that are formed in the name of Christ.’’
